
1. The airfield was located about 5,000 feet northeast of BAKU 
(49 50'h/40 £5'K), east of a double-track RR line from the 
south, which forked north of the field. A main road from 
BAKU bordered the field on the south, leading northeast. Next 
to the road the airfield was bordered by 3 pruce trees. The 
PW Camp No. 7328/4 was located about 1,600 feet south of the 
field. Dimensions of the airfield: N-S: 6,600 to 10,000 feet, 
W*8 (aic)i 5,000 to 6,600 feet. 

S. The mein airfield entrance was on the south. The landing 
field (rolled sandy soil) had a scanty grass cover. There 
were no concrete runways or landing strips. 

3. The buildings on the southern field section were barred from 
view by the line of spruce trees. Hangars were in the sou- 
thern sector, and the one located farthest south had a wind- 
cone on top. 

4. The field was occupied by about 100 aircraft of a fighter-like 
type. There was day and night flying. Jf Tying was done mostly 
in formations of 3, 9, 12, and 16 aircraft. Aircraft towing 
sleeve targets were occasionally observed. Firing practices 
were not seen or heard.
